gratuity.

He made 
several unproductive experiments, 
but eventually got on the right range 
and hit the Sugar Creek line, which 
is said to be the greatest gas bearing 
formation in the country, and the 
result was that at a depth of 2,300 
feat they struck this vein, which has 
au estimated capacity of 2,000,000 
feet a day. 


The best gas fields, as they are 


called, run, or are thought to lie, 
since their character it necessarily 
largely a matter of speculation, in 
much tbe same way as an under- 
ground river. There is deep down 
in the earth a formation known as 
Clinton stone, which rises up sup- 
posably like a fish's backbone, and 
under this the gas flows. A hole 
may be dug down below this strata 
and yet never could a scent of gas 
be found, while a well one hundred 
feet away will produce millions of 
feet of gas a day. 


Some wells, in territory where 


the Clinton stone is not found, 
spout for years in quite steady 
and 
enormous volumes. Others 


are exhausted forever in an honr. 
It is this that causes the opinions 
that tbe gas lies in pockets, or reser- 
voirs, it might be said. Yet !t is a 
tolerably well established fact that 
where one well is found other de- 
posits are to be found, and the only 
thing is to keep a-boring in the 
vicinity, or "on the line" until yor. 
do find them.
